Eager to retain its state title, the Green Wave opened the season with 
such veterans as Captain Funzie Cioffi, Stan Kantorski, Ettore Valleroli, 
All-State Center, and Art Napolitano to share the limelight. 

The Orange and Black eleven of Middlebury were the first to fall vic- 
tims to the Green. After struggling through a scoreless first half, the Mounties 
roared back on touchdowns by "Muscy" Muscatello, and Funzie Cioffi on 
top by a 12-0 score. 

A favored Granville team moved into St. Peter's Field and Coaches 
Branon and Somma, with an injury-riddled team, set about to find a combina- 
tion to stop the expected onslaught. To everyone's surprise, the boys from 
Granville were able to score but one touchdown. The Acads put up a good 
fight, but bowed to their opponents to the tune of 7-0.

The Green Wave machine invaded Bellov^s Falls, and top performance 
was shown by our line, especially on the defense. In the second period, Funzie 
Cioffi scored from the 9 yard line for the first touchdown and minutes later 
threw a 42 yard pass to the eager hands of Stan Kantorski for the second 
counter. The attempt for the extra point wa.s converted by Leluikas. In 
the second half, a Cioffi to Kantorski pass was good for the third touchdown, 
as the final score stood 19-0. 

Rolling over a big Spaulding team by an impressive 13-0 score, the 
Acads again showed their ability to come through in that all-important second 
half. A quick pass from Cioffi to Leluikas was good for one tally and in the 
fourth period, Bernardo smashed over for another marker. 

The Parochial s reallv bombarded Burr and Burton Seminary bv a wide 
32' 14 margin. On the opening kick-off, Captain Funzie Cioffi, receiving 
the ball on his 10 yard stripe, scampered up the right sidelines behind beau- 
tiful blocking, reversed his field, confusing his opponents and zoomed into 
the end zone with a 90 yard run neatly tucked away for the Green. But the 
Bulldogs bounced back and led at the quarter 7-6. From here on, the Wave 
was the master, as two touchdowns by Leluikas, and one each by Muscatel lo 
and "Chuck" Pockette salted away the game for the Green and White. 
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One of the year's most publici:^ed games was played on the Springfield 
gridiron, as two well-drilled teams battled each other in a grimly, hard- 
fought contest. The Acads scored first on a flat pass from "Mickey" Kelly 
to Leluikas, Shortly afterwards misfortune struck, as blocking-back Art 
Napolitano broke his right leg. After tallying in the second period, the Cos- 
mos came back to score two more touchdowns on an mjury-nddled Mountie 
team. The game finished with the locals on the short end of a 20-6 score. 

The Green and White bounced back, overpowering St. Mary's of St. 
Albans by a 20-6 verdict. With the score knotted at 6, the Wave roared 
back m the second half with "Mundie" Leluikas grabbing the laurels on two 
touchdowns. 

Hoping for a great performance over their city rival, the Acads took the 
field on Armistice Day for their annual clash, after staging one of the liveliest 
pep rallies of the year the previous night. The Raiders went for a touch- 
down after pounding our line relentlessly in the first half. The opening of 
the third quarter found a rejuvenated band of Mounties marching all the way 
down the field to the Raiders' 4 yard line, only to have a pass intercepted. 
Rutland sustained another drive that clinched the game for them, 12 to 0. 
Our boys played their hearts out and anyone who saw the game can truthfully 
back this statement. 

Thus ended another chapter in the glories of football at the Mount. Much 
credit is due to our two very fine coaches, Mr. Branon and Mr. Somma, in 
agam coming up with a team distinguished not only for skill in action, but 
also for the "splendid sportsmanship shown curing the entire season.

Minus the services of Barrie Byrne, capable guard, for the entire 1947-48 
season, the Green and White played their first game at Middlebury, and emerged 
victors by a 34-22 score. Bellows Free Academy opened the home season 
for the Acads and were overwhelmed, 57-36. The Branonmen also posted 
successive victories over St. Michael's of Brattleboro, and Middlebury, by 
scores of 51-36, and 32-23, respectively. 

The Mounties motored to Windsor for their first Southern Vermont 
League game. The Wave came from behind and solved the Windsor zone 
defense in the second half, which finally found them on the long end, 44'33. 
Mundie Leiuikas was the big gun with 14 points. Johnny Bloomer and Com- 
pany came into the Armory for their first encounter with the Mounties and 
handed the latter a sound 39-31 defeat. The Hartford Midgets fell before 
the Green, 38-26, on the former's home court. The Birskymen were host to 
the Green and White machine and managed to squeeze past the Acads, 35-33. 

Andy Natowicz's Blue and White of Brattleboro were really spanked by the 
Mounties by a score of 58-34 in their encounter at the Armory. The Rutland 
Raiders were the Mounties' next opponents. In this contest the Green Wave 
in their passwork, shooting, etc., stunned everyone in the Armory. At one 
time the Mounties led by 19 big points and finally came out with a 50-39 
victory. There were no individual stars, as each player gave a very splendid 
showing for himself. 
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The Purple of Bellows Falls were riddled, 38-30 at the local court. 
The Green and White ventured to West Side to avenge an earlier loss, but 
led by Johnny Bloomer, the Hincheymen literally pulverized the Mounties by 
a surprising score of 43'23. Funzie Cioffi led the scoring with 12 points. 
Mundie Leluikas went to town by drilling through 23 points as the "Men 
from the Mount" devoured the Hartford Midgets 49-33. They next edged 
the Springheld Ccsmopolitans in a hair-raising game, 38-37. Friday the 
13th, was really unluclcy for the Acads as they bowed to the Organgrinders 
of Brattleboro, 47-42. 

The Branonmen lost a heart-breaker to the Redmen of Rutland at the 
Armory by a 38-37 score. With a minute and ten seconds remaining the Acads 
saw a 5 point lead diminish and finally result in defeat m the three minutes 
overtime. "Funzie" Cioffi was the high point man, as he disturbed the twines 
for 18 points. The Acads bounced back from their defeat at the hands of 
Rutland, by eking out a win over a determined Bellows Falls Five, 45-44. 
The Yellow Jackets of Windsor invaded the Armory to seal the lid on the 
S. V. L. and handed the Mounties a 44-37 defeat. "Funzie" Cioffi 's 15 
points sparked the cause. 

The Green and White's opposition for the Southern Vermont Tourna- 
ment was found to be the powerful Bennington Catamount quintet. Trailing 
at half-time 22-12, the Green Wave came back to match the "Cats" basket 
for basket, but bowed to them eventually to a 35-25 count. Jack Hurley, 
capable fre.shman, led the scoring attack with 7 points followed by Mundie 
Leluikas' 6. 

This concluded another basketball season which saw "Funzie" Cioffi 
selected for the Class A All-Tournament Team, and the Acads winning 12 
ballgames, while dropping 7. 

Our hats are off to Coach Barry Branon for a job well done in turning 
out a team of which we can all be justly proud.
